The unsatisfacto ry o utco me o f the recent Olympic* winter spo rts at St. 
Mo ritz, in which the United States representatives felt it necessary to lo dg** 
o ffic ial pro tests against what they co nsidered discriminatio n, emphasizes the 
need fo r further develo pment o f the co mpetitive spirit in amateur athletics, 
acco rding to a Harrisburg, Pa., co rrespo ndent. 
The fo llo wing letter, fro m a no t unfamiliar co ntributo r to this co lumn, 
is self-explanato ry: 
"Harrisburg, Pa. 
"Dear Sir: 
. 
The o ther duy in the barber’s I read abo ut the Olympic winter bo uts and 
I’m glad I did fo r they gave me an ide a. 
I read where the Americans walked 
o ut go o d and mad after the Swedes o r so mebo dy had taken back the prizes. 
That is the way I like to see the bo ys snap o ut o f it. There is to o much 
aro ma o f pro fessio nalism abo ut so me amateur events. 
So me o f these guys 
think they are just o ut there to play so mething instead o f to win. 
Fo r instance, these tennis players give mo a pain when they kiss each 
o ther after they’re beaten. 
They give me a pain anyway. 
But a co uple o f 
them like Tilden are O. K. fo r tennis players. 
Tllden will stick o ut his 
to ngue at a referee any time and if he was playing fo o tball I imagine* he 
wo uld cry in the dressing ro o m if licked Just like any go o d player. 
But to get hack to Switzerland in case yo u didn’t see the sto ry, it was 
like this. 
The American guy started o ff in the 10.000 meter skating race 
early in the mo rning when the ice was go o d and co nsidering he was up against 
a lo t o f to ugh No rwegian bo ys and Po lacks he didn't do so bad, o nly 1 min­ 
ute 19Vi seco nds behind the reco rd, anyho w.

o ther do wn and stamp o n him, which is the co mpetitive spirit. 
They want 
to win. They better if they like their face. 
That is the so rt o f thing we need in amateur games o nly o penly and no t 
smelled up with Ho ubigant like it is no w. 
What we want to do is get these 
guys to reco gnize the amateur spirit o f no win, no expense acco unt. 
Then 
we can put amateurism in the big mo ney class and maybe get Tex Rickard 
o r so mebo dy interested and then the Olympics will he like fo o tball and o ther 
games and spo rtsmen like us will be able to take so me interest in them.

do cto rs are alway s urging them upo n their patients. But patients 
seldo m take the tro uble to listen. 
In tho usands o f labo rato ries thro ugho ut the wo rld specialists 
in v ario us fields o f medical research are seeking co nstantly fo r a 
better kno wledge o f the fo rces o f life and better means fo r the 
co ntro l o f disease. 
The Ro ckefeller Institute has mo re than o nce 
seemed o n the v erge o f disco v ering the secret o f animatio n and 
the causes that bring it to an end.

A lb e r t I). L a sh er, establishing a special .fund of $1,000,000 
for medical research of the sort which seeks to prevent or curt 
what physicians call “the diseases of middle age,” remarks the 
St. Cloud Daily Times, reminds us that we lean too heavily on the 
doctors for health and happiness. 
The doctors do wonders. 
But they cannot keep any man in 
good health against his will. 
There are very simple rules by 
which many of the “diseases of middle age” can be prevented, and 
doctors are always urging them upon their patients. But patients 
seldom take the trouble to listen. 
In thousands of laboratories throughout the world specialists 
in various fields of medical research are seeking constantly for a 
better knowledge of the forces of life and better means for the 
control of disease. 
The Rockefeller Institute has more than once 
seemed on the verge of discovering the secret of animation and 
the causes that bring it to an end. Yet it is safe to say that noth­ 
ing that the science of chemistry or the science of medicine can do 
will be so effective to prolong life and to prevent “the diseases of 
middle age” as the simple rules of life, which most people know­ 
ing their value, continue to ignore. 
Too much worry, too much work, too much food, too much 
drink, too much physical ease, too miK'h luxury, and not enough 
fresh air, exercise, and sleep shorten most lives. 
And doctors, try 
as they will, seem able to do very little about ii.
